Financial Distress May Prove a Real Blessing 
By FRANKLIN N. STRICKLAND, Rhode Island 


The subject for our lesson is taken from portions of 
verses of the 4th and 119th Psalms: 


“It is good for me that | have been afflicted.” (Ps. 
119:71). 

“Thou has enlarged me when | was in distress.” Ps. 
4:1). 


From these short statements one may vision the 
benefits experienced by the Psalmist following a period 
of hardship and affliction. They are food for thought. 
What did he do, or what was not done, to merit all this 
trouble? How could he have avoided it? Much think- 
ing, right deductions, and an earnest endeavor to rectify 
the cause or causes leading up to his disastrous condi- 
tion finally brought him peace, happiness, and prosper- 
ous contentment of spirit, mind and body; as he said, 
enlarged him—made a bigger and better man of him. 

In my personal visualization of the helpfulness 
through the experience of the Psalmist, I see its practi- 
cal application to present day conditions of the dairy 
farmer, particularly here in New England, though it is 
said that a similar state of affairs exists throughout the 
United States. Certain it is that our Eastern dairymen 
are sore afflicted with present distressful low prices for 
milk—a price so low paid by the big dairy distributing 
organizations that it is not possible to get back the 
money expended for feed alone. But buying feed for 
dairy cows is not the sole expenditure in making a quart 
or a hundred pounds of milk, despite the fact that the 
apparently favorite phrase expressive of earnings in the 
milk producing business is “profit above feed costs.” 
What a really inexpressive statement this is. I wonder 
if it hasn’t too often given the dairyman undue encour- 
agement that he was making money with his dairy herd 
because it had been shown that he was making a profit 
above the cost of feed? 

Be that as it may. Dairymen producing milk for 
retail distributors today are in serious and straitened 
circumstances. This distressful situation has led many 
of them to the verge of bankruptcy; worries over how 
one is going to get grain when credit is gone; inability 
to pay help, demand such a one go it alone, resulting 
long hours, harder work, together with seemingly hope- 
less way out, bring mental affliction until it looks as 
though one must become insane. Human strength 
finally reaches its limit; nothing remains but to sell 
off the stock and quit. This has happened many times 
near us lately, with sales results so low, due to poorly 
conditioned cattle, partly to low beef prices and partly 
because there is very little demand for dairy cows as 
dairymen can neither sell their milk at a profit, or not 
at all. 

How can one remedy the situation? How may the 
distress and the affliction be made to work for one’s 
good, build him up again, enlarge him and his business? 
Of what use is this suggestion of the Psalmist? None at 
all, unless one does what the Psalmist apparently did— 
take stock in his affairs—analyze what is right and what 
wrong in his business; then as a result of his inventory 
stop all leaks immediately, continuing only with those 


affairs which profitably solve all trouble. It is quite 
likely that such an analysis would disclose the fact that 
the present distress and affliction of dairy farmers is 
brought upon them by their very own selves. 

One may reason this way: I just cannot pay my bills, 
nor make a profit on milk at its present price. Why 
should I always have to accept the price offered for my 
milk? How, and why is the price fixed anyway? If I 
lived in the city and bought milk from these very same 
dealers, how far would I get if I told them that I would 
only pay what I thought their milk was worth? Why 
can’t I set the price on a plow, a milking machine, or 
a pound of coffee I contemplate buying? Why don’t 
all of these dealers take what I offer them? 

Really, the answer is very simple. To arrive at the 
price any article is to sell for, all they have to do is to 
determine the exact price it costs them to produce it, 
or set down the net price they paid another concern 
for it—add to this cost its proportion of overhead ex- 
penses—plus a legitimate amount which becomes the 
profit on the article when sold. There you are. That’s 
the business of it. 

Let’s put this principle into operation. Those other 
fellows are in business to make money; they have a busi- 
ness. They know the net cost of every article they sell; 
they know the cost of conducting their business—be- 
cause they make it their business. People owning and 
operating a factory, a department store, a laundry, a 
grocery or a drug store are said to have a business. 
There are costs in addition to the first one after putting 
the items in stock—the cost of doing business—expenses 
incidental to selling them; whatever they get above these 
two cost prices, constitutes their profit; i. e., an increase 
to the total costs of their merchandise must be made so 
as to give them a profit. Wise folks—business people. 

It is quite rare to hear dairy farming called a busi- 

ness, or for that matter, any other branch of agriculture, 
yet recently over the radio I heard David Lawrence say 
that “‘Agriculture was a fifty-eight billion dollar busi- 
ness.”” Sounds rather satirical doesn’t it, when this big- 
gest of big business, generally receives for its products 
only what some others are willing to give, i. e., they 
telling the farmer what they will pay him; then again, 
telling him what he must pay them. This one-sided 
business affair is the cause of much of the dairy farmers’ 
distress and affliction. And all because quite clearly, 
the farmer doesn’t know his costs for doing business, 
while the business concern does know. Were the dairy 
farmers to become business-minded—they too, like other 
industries would be quite apt to acquire a yearly income. 
True it is, that the low of “supply and demand’”’ would 
work out an occasional loss, as it sometimes does with 
general business, but there would be times or periods 
of profit in excess of loss. Anyway, agricultural busi- 
ness would be given a better break. Future profits can 
only result when the dairy farmer has learned his costs 
for doing business, and what additional percentage must 
be added to insure him a living. 

I truly believe that this is the principle the Psalmist 

had in mind when he said that affliction had proved 
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good for him, and that his distress brought about en- 
largement of all his affairs. 


I have asked many a dairyman what it cost him to 
produce milk. Not one yet has been able to tell me; 
a few mention their ‘‘profits above feed costs,’’ and these 
feed costs included only the grain and beet pulp they 
had to buy. It looks to me as though the big distribu- 
tors took direct advantage of dairymen not knowing 
what it cost them to produce milk, and what they should 
get for it so as to make a profit. The cheaper distributors 
buy their milk, the greater dividends they make on their 
investment. They know the first cost of milk at their 
plants; they know the costs or overhead to sell and 
distribute it; they usually take a definite spread of say 
six to eight cents per quart which insures all overhead 
expenses of every description, including their profit on 
each quart of milk. For example—-suppose that they 
pay 3c net and that their spread is 7c, making each 
quart of milk sell for 10c. Thus they make greater 
dividends than when they pay 10c and sell for 17c per 
quart. This is why profits for the past year have run 
into millions of dollars in certain great milk distribut- 
ing companies; they acknowledge that this has been 
possible through low prices paid the dairy farmer. (Read 
the financial statements in the business press, readily 
available). 

No dairy farmer can produce milk and continue long 
in business on a price of three cents a quart, even when 
he is blessed with such a high producing, high testing 
herd recently advertised in the World, from which I! 
quote: ‘fon ordinary dairy care produced 3.7% milk at 
an average cost of 90 cents per cwt.’’ As one reads 
this statement it leads us to believe that this splendid 
herd produced this milk at a total cost of a trifle less 
than 2c a quart. It seems reasonable to assume that 
this statement means cost of feed only. Now this cost 
as given, and for feed only, is perhaps the lowest feed 
costs I have had my attention directed to. How much 
more than our present low price, close to 3c here, must 
this good herd receive for its milk to insure the actual 
cost of producing this milk? And what of the aver- 
age herds of dairy farmers that do not approach the 
production of the dairy herd leader within three to five 
thousand pounds of milk per cow? True it is—‘‘the 
profit is at the top of the milk pail—not at the bottom.” 

Let dairy farmers learn actual cost of producing 
milk; then he will be in a better position to say what 
he must get for his product. The dealer will then 
readily pay him his better price. Remember it is not 
the consumer who has asked for low priced milk; it’s 
the distributor. The consumer expects and is willing to 
pay a fair price for good milk. By knowing costs the 
present financial distress of dairy farmers may be turned 
to good account—to the enlargement of their business, 
and profit to all. 

Here in New England our present low price is partly 
due to surplus, but in the opinion of many, to a com- 
petitive milk war between big distributors and power- 
fully financed chain stores. What should one do 
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to better these conditions? We repeat—costs. Ag. 
certain them; demand price accordingly, or through cogt 
analyses learn to acquire greater production with same 
labor and feed. 


Dairymen have a heavy investment in this business: 
land, buildings, equipment of all kinds, cattle and other 
stock; tools to operate the farm. One should take ip- 
ventory to this effect; set it all down. Your bank or 
county agent will give you a proper form, in which they 
are enumerated under their proper headings. This is the 
initial investment. Now as to calculating the overhead 
or the entire cost of operating the business. Do as other 
men of industry do. On the expense side of your account- 
ing set down the amount that the investment money 
would bring at regular percentage rates. . 


Take out depreciation on buildings, equipment, tools, 
stock, etc. They belong on the debit side of the ledger 
to be added to the overhead expense. Then add the 
taxes, interest on mortgages, insurance of all kinds, 
veterinary fees, seeds, fertilizers, labor (including your 
own), all feeding stuff of every description bought and 
used, and any other incidentals connected with operating 
the dairy farm. All of the foregoing are legitimate ex- 
penses entering into the cost of a quart or one hundred 
pounds of milk. Then there are certain credits which 
must be given, as general farm crops—the value of stable 
manure put on land—-all at current prices for these 
various items. 

A strict record of the production of every animal in 
the herd must be made; the herd must be credited with 
all the milk produced, whether sold, consumed on the 
farm or spilled on the ground, but all accurately ac- 
counted for. From these production records it will be 
learned that the most profit comes from high producing 
cows, and not in keeping animals which produce less 
than 8,000 lbs. milk and 300 lbs. of butterfat. After the 
first year of cost and production accounting, strive for 
higher averages each year to follow. 

When costs of producing milk have been compiled 
as above suggested, one will be shockingly surprised to 
learn that all the previous years one either paid out 
money for the privilege of working fifteen or sixteen 
hours a day, or that one was depleting his lands and 
running down stock and buildings; that the more milk 
a man produced under those earlier methods, or rather 
lack of them, the more one lost. 

If one has kept costs somewhat as suggested for one 
year, his records should aid in cutting down his milking 
herd by removal of all unprofitable animals, to a smaller 
herd of better producers; labor and feed are saved; the 
herd average raised, thereby assuring a profit. 

If all dairymen throughout the country would learn 
what it actually costs to produce milk, they will be in 
a better position to demand a price for their milk instead 
of having it thrust upon them. The dealers will buy it 
at a profit-making price, and everyone, including the con- 
sumer, will be benefitted. Thus may their affliction be 


turned into a real blessing, and be profitably enlarged 
through their distress.

Everybody Works—Even Father 


By GLEN M. HOUSEHOLDER 


HE past few years have seen a tremendous improve- 
ment in methods for handling aged bulls. Much, 
however, needs to be done in the way of preparing 
proper housing and exercise pens for these aged fellows, 
if the “proven bull theory” is to be put into practice 
among any great percentage of our dairymen. - & 
estimated that less than five per cent of the dairy 
farmers in the middle west are using truly proven bulls. 
The greatest drawback to the practice seems to lie in 
the fact that these aged bulls are for the most part dif- 
ficult to handle, and a large percentage of them are slow 
and uncertain breeders. Without question, the most 
general cause for their breeding history lies in the fact 
that few of them are properly exercised. Merely to build 
one of the modern bull paddocks or ‘‘strong boxes,’’ and 
then turn the bull in, amounts to little in the way of 
assurance that the animal will really “‘exercise.”’ 

A lazy old bull will stand for hours in one spot, and 
sun himself. Few of them will really exercise. Merely 
posing in the bull pen adds little to their breeding 
efficiency. The herdsmen at the institution farms have 
had the best success with a homemade arrangement in- 
volving little or no expense—simply mounting a wheel 
on an old boiler flue which has been set securely 
cement, and then attaching a lead pole. The best results 
are obtained by putting a young bull on one end of the 
pole and an old bull on the other. The young fellow 
will see that the old bull gets plenty of exercise. Even 
the most vicious of old bulls cause little or no trouble 
when attached to such an arrangement. They soon get 
so busy chasing the young bull around that their desire 
to do damage subsides. 


If every dairyman would take a pledge to feed his 
bull nothing but timothy hay and an equal mixture of 
oats and bran, and guarantee a mile of exercise each 
day, breeding efficiency in proven sires would increase 
100% 


If exercise cannot be arranged on the wheel leader, 


or help is not available to break the bull to work as an 
Ox, then on those farms having two or more sires, the 
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News From the A. R. Office 
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best plan is to let them run together in the paddock. 
Two bulls together exercise four or five times as much 
during a day as one bull alone. The old theory that 
two aged bulls would fight until one was destroyed is 
the baloney.’’ The most vicious of aged bulls when 
turned together will not fight more than four or five 
minutes. From that on, one or the other will be the 
‘‘Boss,’’ and each will get his exercise, one by chasing, 
and one by being chased. 

Our institutional herdsmen have followed the prac- 
tice of turning a yearling bull in the exercise pen with 
each of their aged bulls. They call this yearling a ‘‘spar- 
ring partner.’ The practice has been very successful 
in inducing the old bull to exercise, in his effort to fol- 
low the antics of the active yearling. Old Tritomia Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Lad, senior herd sire at the Wisconsin 
School for the Blind, past ten years old, has been fitted 
for show purposes practically every year of his life, and 
is today an active breeder when exercised by the “spar- 
ring partner’? system, but is entirely unsatisfactory as 
a breeder when left alone to pose without exercise in 
a bull pen. 

What old, aged bulls need is tremendously less feed 
and more exercise, if they are to be efficient breeders.

vanced Registry and Herd Improvement Registry, 
and it is extremely gratifying to find out that it is holding 
up so well under the present trying conditions. Testing 
in the Seven and Thirty-Day Divisions is practically a thing 
cf the past, with only 19 seven-day records reported since 
the first of January, 1932, but the long-time divisions seem 
as popular as ever. To be sure, some breeders have dis- 
continued their testing program entirely, under stress of 
of the hard times, but their places have been taken in 
seme instances by breeders who were new in testing and 
in some cases by breeders who have resumed testing pro- 
grams interrupted for the past few years. Some have 


cropped Advanced Registry testing for the Herd Test and 
o\hers employ both forms of testing with the entire herd 
on Herd Test and some of the best prospects in the herd 
on test for Advanced Registry. It is interesting to know 
how our Advanced Registry and Herd Test program is 
progressing and where the testing is being done and we 
have prepared a list which shows the number of owners 
testing and cows on test for Advanced Registry and the 
number of herds and cows on Herd Improvement Test by 
states. 

We find that 267 breeders are testing in the Ten- 
Months’ and Yearly Divisions for Advanced Registry in 
38 states and the District of Columbia, with a total of 2,916

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Census Figures 
the 1930 Federal 


HE long-awaited summary of 9; ‘ 
Census as it relates to the various phases of agri- 


culture has now been completed and is being dis- 
tributed by the Bureau of the Census. We were par- 
ticularly interested in looking over the figures for pure 
bred dairy cattle. The totals for all breeds are given 
as 1,280,161, comparing with a similar total of 916,602 
in the previous Federal Census in 1920. Pure bred beef 
cattle during the same period have decreased from 
1,064,912 to 770,026 in 193¢ We are pleased to note 
that the figures for Holsteins show this breed still mak- 
ing up a majority of all the pure bred dairy cattle in the 
United States, the figures being 649,739, while the four 
other breeds combined total 629,630. The totals by 
breeds are 354,939 for Jerseys, 200,721 for Guernseys, 
8.236 for Ayrshires and 25,734 for Brown Swiss. A 
total of 792 are listed as ‘‘all other breeds.”’ 

From a percentage standpoint, the Brown Swiss have 
made the biggest gain during the past decade, there 
being over three times as many reported in 1930 as in 
1920. Numerically, however, they have increased 17,451, 
while the Ayrshires have increased 17:727, Guernseys 
120,275, Holsteins 121,118 and Jerseys 123,105. 

The four largest states in point of numbers for 
Holstein breed are New York with 106,311, Wisconsin 
with 105,792, Pennsylvania with 63,552, Minnesota with 
54,072, Michigan, Minnesota and Illinois all going past 
Ohio which was in fourth place ten years ago.

For the Jerseys, Texas, Ohio, Missouri and Tennessee 
lead in numbers, while Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, New 


York and Minnesota 
for Guernseys. 

The comparative figures by states for 
make an interesting study 
makes the largest gain in number of pure bred dairy 
cattle of all breeds with a total increase of 45,982, of 
which 31,242 were Holsteins. Wisconsin follows with 
an increase of 33,164 head of all breeds and an increase 
of 24,947 in Holsteins. Pennsylvania has the third larg- 
est total gain in dairy cattle population with 33,164, of 
which 14,900 are Holsteins. Michigan gained 24,217 
total pure bred dairy cattle population, 9,086 of these 
being Holsteins. Iowa gained 23,416 in pure. bred 
dairy cattle population of which 15,295 were Holsteins 
and Illinois has a total gain of 23,203 of which 13,936 
are Holsteins. New York still has the largest total popu- 
lation of pure bred dairy cattle with 155,626, followed by 
Wisconsin with 152,114 for all breeds, Pennsylvania

in themselves. Minnesota 


coming in third place with 108,353, followed by Ohio, 
Minnesota, Michigan and Illinois in the order given. 


Minnesota’s striking increases in dairy cattle population 
of all breeds, and particularly Holsteins, testifies to 
the effectiveness of the aggressive campaign for diver- 
sification and better dairy cattle sponsored by Mi. F. E. 
Murphy, of the Minneapolis Tribune, and other agencies 
in that territory. 
While it has never 


been demonstrated that there is 
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any definite relationship between the sort of milk a 
man drinks and his political affiliations, the facts seem 
to show that the Jersey breed is about as firmly en- 
trenched in the ‘Solid South’? as the Democratic party, 
and most of the states of the South show actually smaller 
numbers of Holsteins in 1930 than were reported there 
in the 1920 Census figures. This may be due in part 
to lack of aggressive promotional effort in behalf of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed in the South—certainly, there 
are enough examples of striking successes by Holstein 
herds in the South to demonstrate the ability of this 
breed to thrive in the southern climate. 

We are not so greatly concerned over this matter, 
however, for the southern states in general are not yet 
really dairy-minded and undoubtedly a great deal of 
general dairy experience is required before there will 
be room for expansion in the pure bred breeding ranks 
at all comparable with our older established dairy states 
of the North. If we except the states of Texas and 
Maryland, there are more pure bred dairy cattle in 
either New York or Wisconsin than are to be found in 
the whole South combined. Maine and Vermont, Indiana, 
Missouri and Oregon are the only states outside of the 
southern district in which Holsteins do not predominate 
rather overwhelmingly, having a clear majority over all 
other breeds combined, with only one or two exceptions 
in every one of these states which comprise the dairy 
empire of America. 

Gratifying as these figures are, we must not become 
complaisant in our attitude but must recognize the fact 
that all other breeds made a greater percentage increase 
during the past decade than we did and that under pres- 
ent-day conditions we must keep everlastingly on our 
toes to develop and improve our breed still further, and 
to promote its interests vigorously and _ intelligently 
along all lines. 


The Red Cross Calls 
the American Red Cross, 


HE annual roll call of 
extending from Armistice Day to Thanksgiving 
Day, again calls attention to the splendid work of this 
organization and imposes an obligation of support that 
all of us should be glad to extend. The importance of 
the work which this organization is doing is quite com- 
parable now to its service in war time for wherever 
disaster strikes, there may be the Red Cross be found 
ministering to the victims. Successively the misfortunes 
caused by economic maladjustments, droughts, floods, 
crop failures and now unemployment with its wide wake 


of attendant evils, have touched every. community, and 
probably to some degree every family within our 
boundaries. 

Unemployment has assumed proportions of such 
magnitude that it now ranks as a national calamity 


which the American Red Cross is helping to handle in 
some 2,200 of its 3,600 chapters. Job campaigns have 
gone hand in hand with the distribution of the neces- 
sities of life in order that the social menace of the soup 
kitchen may be obviated. Wheat and cotton distributions 
delegated to the Red Cross by Congress in its allotment 
of a total of 85 million bushels of Federal Farm Board 
wheat, and 500,000 bales of government owned cotton 
has brought the ‘greatest mother in the world’’ into 
contact with at least one-tenth of our population. The 
wheat has gone into homes in every state of the Union, 
into Alaska and the District of Columbia in replenishing 
the larders and supply the stock feed that has saved the 
farm animals. 

Cotton textiles are being converted into garments for 
the needy by a corps of some 100,000 Red Cross volun- 
teers assembled in community centers all over the land 
and speeding up production to war time capacity. Dur- 
ing the past year, the Red Cross has taken the helm in 
no less than sixty domestic disasters in thirty-one states, 
ranging from drouth 


and floods and insect pests to 
blizzards and forest fires. 
In the Northwest, during the past year, drouth and 


grasshoppers so decimated the crops that 243,000 inhabi- 
tants of North and South Dakota, Montana, Nebraska 
and Washington would have been in dire need but for 
the aid lent by the American Red Cross. Floods inun- 
dating wide areas in Mississippi and Indiana necessi- 
tated assistance for 53,000 more of our rural population. 
Tornadoes proved equally as devastating to the resi- 
dents of sections in Alabama. Georgia and Tennessee 
where crops were laid low and homes demolished. 
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Measured in terms of economic loss resulting from 
distress in the extent of nature of necessary relief oper- 
ations, the drouth in the Northwest represented a dis- 
aster of major proportions, ranking as the third largest 
in a decade. The National government came to the aid 
ot those stricken areas with direct aid through feed and 
seed loans but in addition to this great assistance, volun- 
teers of fifty-two Red Cross chapters representing thir- 
teen states produced a total of 23,024 knitted garments 
for needy children in Montana and North Dakota, na- 
tional headquarters furnishing 3,196 lbs. of yarn, and 
in addition to this relief the Red Cross furnished staple 
provisions—potatoes, beans and flour, to a total of 
243,000 of the inhabitants of the drought stricken area. 
These statistics are furnished by Mr. Douglas Griesemer, 
national director of roll call. 

Membership dues paid in the Roll Call period finance 
the continuance of the relief projects of the American 
Red Cross. We urge our readers to lend their support 
through their local chapters.

The leading states in the 
Herd Test, arranged according to the number of herds on 
test are Michigan with 41 herds and 2,001 cows; second, 
Wisconsin with 40 herds and 1,008 cows; third, New York 
with 19 herds and 471 cows; fourth, Ohio with 15 herds 
aud 277 cows; fifth, Maryland with 11 herds and 365 cows; 
Iowa and New Jersey have 8 herds each, Pennsylvania 7 
and Kansas 6 herds on test at present. 

The Michigan Home & Training School, Lapeer, Mich., 
with a herd of 189 head has the largest herd in the Herd 


Test; Michigan State Prison, Jackson, Mich., is second

We find that there are 53 owners who combine the Herd 
Test with Advanced Registry testing and there are 522 
cows in Advanced Registry Test that are also in the Herd 
Test. If we make allomance for these duplications, our 
combined figures show that 439 different breeders are 
testing a total of 9,487 cows for Advanced Registry or 
Herd Improvement Registry. On this basis, in the two 
d=partments together, we are testing about one-eighth as 
many cows at this time as the total number of females 
recorded during the past year and this number should be 
increased to at least 25% of the annual registrations of 
females. This increase must come largely in the Herd 
Test, which we are confident will grow to at least double 
iis present volume in the next few years. The Herd Im- 
provement Test is still in its infancy and we should not 
be impatient of its growth and development. It will not 
be five years old until January 1, 1933. In the fifth year 
cf yearly testing for Advanced Registry only 192 cows com- 
pleted yearly records, while we now have 225 herds in- 
c:uding more than seven thousand cows on test in the fifth 
year of the Herd Improvement Test.

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99 HOLSTEIN CALF CLUB 
EXHIBITORS AT NEW YORK 
By Earl J. Cooper 

We tried to count an even hundred 
4-H calf club exhibitors at the 1932 
New York State Fair held the week of 
September 5th at Syracuse, but some- 
how got stopped every time at the 
number “99”. There were 23. exhib- 
itors in the Junior Heifer Calf Class, 
41 in the Senior Heifer Calf Group, 
10 in the Junior Yearling exhibit, 11 
Senior Yearlings and 14 Two-Year- 
Olds or over. Just count that up and 
see if we have made a mistake. 

What’s the difference between 99 
and 100 anyhow when you can_ see 
many excellent Holstein calves shown 
by New York 4-H club members? As 
we watch the progress of the junior 
work in New York, we well remem- 
ber how the show looked some seven 
or eight years ago when a few ordi- 
nary, rather poorly fitted animals 
were exhibited. Contrast that with 99 
Holstein heifers and cows of good 
type, fitted almost to perfection, and 
shown by young people who know 
their business in the ring and you 
have a real story of New York pro- 
gress. 


Just a word about each class and 
the winners in it. It is too bad that 
we haven’t room to comment on every 
member who had something good 
enough to bring to the fair, but such 
is the way it goes in competition. The 
10th prize calf at the State Fair 
probably looked like a world beater 
when it won its class in the local or 
county event, and just being 10th in 
the New York exhibit doesn’t mean 
that it isn’t a good one either, because 
the young people realize that when 
they line up for the final state exhibit 
that they get into “fast company”. 

The Junior Heifer Calf Class 

There were 23 entries in this class, 
and, on the whole, it was a_ pretty 
good class for its age. Any judge will 
tell you that it’s no easy matter to 
judge these youngsters, but that isn’t 
saying that Judge Joe Eves didn’t 
do a good job when he placed Herbert 
Hibbard, Jr., Whitney Point (Broome 
County) New York at the top. Her- 
bert’s calf showed a _ little more 
strength, constitution and capacity 
than those below her and she was 
mighty well shown. Second prize 
went to J. Homer Martin of Lisbon 
(St. Lawrence County). A mighty 
well shown and well fitted calf, but 
not quite so good as No. 1 from hooks 


to pins. Charlie Bump, an old time 
calf club showman of Cambridge, 
(Washington County) took third 


money with a calf of excellent refine- 
ment, but not quite as strong in con- 
stitution and capacity. Fourth place 
was awarded to Thomas Lonergan of 
Homer (Cortland County), and fifth

The Senior Heifer Calf Class

heifer calves, 41 in all being shown. 
Of course, the owners of these calves 
had probably been in club work a lit- 
tle longer than most of the owners ot 
the juniors, and that accounted for 
the splendid fitting of the class as a 
whole and the excellent showmanship 
throughout. 

No 1 went to Orson D. Smith of 
Fayetteville (Onondaga County). Here 
was a strong heifer with excellent 
constitution, plenty of capacity and a 
nice udder. Second place went to 
Clarence Van Anden of Stormville 
(Dutchess County). This was a mighty 
nice calf with plenty of length and 
plenty of depth but a little plainer 
throughout than No. 1. Orson D. 
Smith took third on another entry of 
excellent dairy type and Charlie 
jump exhibited the fourth prize ani- 
mals while Raymond Higgins of 
Canaseraga (Allegany County) ranked 
fifth. Sixth prize went to Jack Dady 
of Cazenovia.

Announcement is made of the pur- 
chase by Bell Farms, Coraopolis, Pa.,

nearest dams, all 800-lb. fat producers 
and better, average 915 lbs. fat, his 
fourteen nearest dams, without a skip, 
average 890 lbs. fat, and his thirty 


nearest A. R. S. O. dams 818 lbs. fat 
with 3.7% test. He traces seven times 
to Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, 
twice through “37th”. He traces five 
times to Spring Brook Bess Burke, 
through her three greatest daughters 
and twice to Wisconsin Fobes through 
two of her greatest daughters. We 
also found that fourteen of his fifteen 
nearest sires, all appearing in a five- 
generation pedigree have’ together 
sired more than 150 daughters with 
records above 800 lbs. fat.

The present herd contains a 
great deal of this breeding, together 
with descendants of some of the tops 
from the Rieck Certified Dairy herd 
built up at Rootstown, Ohio by the 
same owners, where King Ona and 
some of his highest record sons have 
been in service. 

It was at Bell Farms that one of 
the latest 1,000-lb. fat producers 
made the major part of her great rec- 
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ord. This was Ormsby Hengerveld 
Tehee, with 1,052 lbs. fat from 32,751 
lbs. milk. Just about a week before 
she completed this record, she was 
sold in the Royal Brentwood to Elm- 
wood Farms, who finished the record 
and under the A. R. rules’ were 
credited as developing another 1,000- 
lb. fat producers. That there were 
no hard feelings over this division of 
the credit is evidence by the partner- 
ship arrangement just completed by 
the two establishments in the owner- 
ship of a joint herd sire. 

We are informed that King Bessie 
Ormsby Fobes will be used in both 
herds which would give him an oppor- 
tunity second to none in the country. 
His influence on these two noted herds 
will be watched with interest.

The average of the official 
yearly records of all pure bred Hol- 
steins that have been tested in New 
Jersey exceeds in nearly all classi- 
fications the averages of all official 
records made on Holsteins in the 
United States.

The Herd Improvement Test 


News Letter—October 
More Publicity 


Several weeks ago, we sent out a 
questionnaire to all owners of herds 
in the Herd Improvement Test in 
regard to local pubilicty and we re- 
ceived a fairly good response. Some 
owners reported good cooperation 
from local testers and county agents 
and as a result they were well pleased 
with the news stories in the local 
papers concerning their herds. Others 
had not received as good support and 
a few had changed from the Herd 
Test back to cow testing association 
for this reason. Most of the owners 
of herds testing for Herd Improvemet 
Registry independently of local testing 
associations reported no local  pub- 
licity, as we had expected, unless they 
prepared it themselves and sent it to 
their county papers. 

We have written the county agri- 
culture agents and local testers who 
are testing herds for Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, expressing our ap- 
preciation of the cooperation they 
have given these herds in preparing 
news stories for their local papers and 
urging increased assistance during 
these strenuous times. These are 
the herds which supply the seed stock 
for the community and as such should 
receive generous publicity to bring 
them to the attention of dairymen in 
search of good sires. Herds testing 
regularly year after year in the Herd 
Improvement Test will soon become 
the best source from which other 
breeders and dairymen may obtain 
proved sires or sons of proved sires 
to raise the levels of production in 
their herds and the demand for such 
sires is growing very rapidly. 

Director Clark of the Extension 
Service has completed arrangements 
with the fieldmen in the east and the 
northwest and also with the state 
secretaries, which should result in a 
very good increase in publicity for 
herds testing either for Advanced Re- 
gistry or Herd Improvement Registry. 
We are sending carbon copies. of 
credits for herds or individual cows 
on test to the fieldmen and_= secre- 
taries, at the same time that they are 
sent to the owners, so that they may 
use them as the basis for news items 
for state and local papers. Mr. Clark 
is planning a similar service direct 
from the Extension Office for herds 
in states which are not organized, in 
addition to the regular’ publicity 
which has been sent out in the past 
covering completed Herd Test and 
Advanced Registry records. Arrange- 
ments have already been made with 
the fieldmen and secretaries to cover 
the work in 25 states and this plan 
should result in a great increase in 
publicity for herds on test. 


Herd Testing on the Gain 
A count of the herds now on test 


shows a gain over the figures for 
any previous month of this year. We 
now have 225 herds including 7,113 
cows on test in 37 states. Michigan 
still leads with 41 herds and 2,001 
cows, followed by Wisconsin with 40 
herds and 1,008 cows, New York with 
19 herds and 471 cows, Ohio with 15 
herds and 277 cows and Maryland 
with 11 herds and 365 cows. Iowa and 
New Jersey have 8 herds each, Penn- 
sylvania 7, Kansas 6 and the other 
states are represented with one to 
four herds each.

The Holstein Herd at V. P. I. 


By P. M. REAVES 


The dairy cattle at V. P. I. are 
maintained as two herds, the experi- 
mental herd and the college herd. 
The college herd contains approxi- 
mately 120 head, representing Jer- 
seys, Guernseys, and Holsteins. The 
Holsteins make up almost half of the 
total number. The experimental herd 
is maintained strictly for research 
work and a great deal of the time the 
other herd is drawn upon for animals. 

Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion records are kept on the herds, 
regardless of the methods of handling 
the animals at any time. For the past 
three years the herd average for the 
Holstein herd have been 328 lbs.; 359 
Ibs.; and 342 lbs. fat respectively, or 
for the three years an average of 
10,100 lbs. milk and 348 Ibs. fat. 


The milking herd at present con- 
tains daughters of the following bulls: 
Virginia Korndyke Butter Boy; Mara- 
thon Skylark Ormsby; Marathon Bess 
Burke 16th; and Ormsby Sensation 
54th. A large number of the heifers 
and calves in the herd are sired by 
Rosni De Kol Homestead Veeman, 
which is a grandson of Virginia Korn- 
dyke Butter Boy, therefore we are 
line-breeding on him. Only three of 
his daughters remain in the herd, one 
of them is over 16 years old and still 
breeding. He sired thirty A. R. 
daughters, four with over 800 lbs. fat. 
Ten of these that afforded dam-daugh- 
ter comparisons showed an average 


increase of 129 lbs. fat over their 
dams. 


The next bull used was Marathon 
Skylark Ormsby, which is a line-bred 
Sir P. O. M. bull, being out of Queen 
Piebe Ormsby Mercedes, a twice 900- 
lb. fat daughter of Sir P. O. M. and 
sired by Sir Fietertje Skylark Orms- 
by, a grandson of Sir P. O. M. He 
sired thirteen A. R. daughters, eleven 
of which afforded dam-daughter com- 
parisons, and showed an average in- 
crease of 178 lbs. fat or of 35.5%. 

Marathon Bess Burke 16th carries 
much of the same breeding as Sky- 
lark. He is out of a daughter of “37th” 
and traces twice to Sir P. O. M. on his 
sire’s side. He is sired by Marathon 
Bess Burke, who is by K. P. O. P. 
and out of Bess Burke Ormsby. He 
has seven A. R. daughters, six more 
on test, and a number of heifers in 
the herd. He is being bred to his 
granddaughters, thus _line-breeding 


with him as well as Virginia Korn- 
dyke Butter Boy. The seven A. R. 
daughters of Bess Burke average 17,- 
900 lbs. milk and 627.7 lbs. fat, their 
average age being senior two-year- 
olds. Five were tested as two-year- 
olds, and the others as a three-year- 
old and a four-year-old. Part of these 
records were made in Class A and 
part in Class B, also part of them 
are 305-day records. One of these 
daughters broke the Virginia State

record for senior two-year-olds with 
807 lbs. fat. Comparing these records 
to those of the cows’ dams, all com. 
puted to an equivalent basis, they 
show an increase of 151 lbs. fat or 
20.6%, the average test being 3.5%, 
However, when the comparison jg 
made, using only the cows that are 
out of daughters of Skylark, the jp. 
crease is not so great, being 63 Ibs, 
fat or 5.6% increase. This _ shows 
clearly that as the level of production 
is increased, it is much harder to 
still further increase it. 

We only have six daughters of 
Ormsby Sensation 54th, three on test 
and three have completed two-year. 
old records averaging 17,355 lbs. milk 
and 584 lbs. fat. 

All cows are being tested in classi- 
fication B, strictly on three times a 
day milking, and are milked by ma. 
chines. About half of the herd ig 
milked twice per day. They are pas- 
tured in summer and in winter run 
in an open shed. They are all bred 
for ten months’ division. We believe 
that the Herd Improvement Registry 
test is the best system of testing, but 
due to such a large percentage of the 
cows being used in experimental 
work, it would not be logical with us, 
The herd test is of even greater value 
now that when herds are tested vear 
after year, the individual cows will 
be credited with their lactation year 
record instead of their calendar year 
record.

CORTLAND COUNTY, N. Y., SALE 


The First Cortland County, New 
York, Sale was held October 27 at the 
new cattle pavilion at the fair 
grounds, Cortland, N. Y. Prices ruled 
rather conservative, in line with the 
times, the top figure being $170 (plus 
$27.50 for a day-old bull calf by side), 
with an average of just under $100 
for 82 head of all ages sold including 
a number of young calves at quite low 
prices. The quality of the offering 
from an individual standpoint was in 
general a credit to this first effort 
under the auspices of the Cortland 
County Holstein-Friesian Club, al- 
though as usually happens there were 
a few animals included that should 
not have been sold in a sale of this 
character. Unusual effort was put 
forth for the protection of buyers, 
practically all of the cattle coming 
from accredited herds and with an 
additional 60-day tuberculosis guaran- 
tee. A large proportion of them were 
also blood tested and many from abor- 
tion-free herds. In addition, every 
milking female in the sale was care- 
fully examined by representatives of 
the veterinary College at Cornell Uni- 
versity and the mammitis test applied 
to all in milk, with a rating given to 
each cow from the _ standpoint of 
soundness of udder, which was an- 
nounced from the box at the time of 
selling. Only six females in the sale 
showed a definite reaction to the 
mammitis test. 


Top price of tthe sale as mentioned 
was $170 for Riverside Nannette May, 
a four-year-old consigned by Hon. O. 
U. Kellogg, of Cortland. This daugh- 
ter of Daisy Hill May King has a 
Class C record in two-year-old form of 
11,636.8 lbs. milk, 375.3 Ibs. fat. Her 
day-old bull calf at $27.50 brought the 
total for this lot up to $197.50. The 
purchaser was Mrs. A. E. Brigden, 
Marathon. 


Considered by many to be the 
greatest cow in the sale was Beryl 
Glista Lyons, a five-year-old daughter 
of Great Glista Lyons, consigned by 
William Y. Crowell, Shortsville, N. Y. 
A cow of great size and milking over 
80 lbs. on two-time milking at the sale 
grounds although fresh two montths, 
she looked the part of a great produc- 
ing cow in every way. As a three 
year-old she made a C. T. A. record 
on two-time milking of 586.6 Ibs. fat, 
17,149 lbs. milk. The purchaser was 
Elliot Springstead, as an addition to 
his Ellkay Farms herd att Cobleskill,

Production in Michigan 


By A. C. BALTZER 


Dairymen everywhere still recog- 
nize the fact that milk and butterfat 
production must be measured by rec- 
ord keeping in order to find the most 
desirable cows with which to build 
a better dairy industry. This factor 
of milk production cannot be seen or 
be visibly placed as is done with per- 
fection of type in the show ring. 

The Holstein cow has made wonder- 
ful strides in perfection of type by fol- 
lowing the true type models for many 
years. No other breed has exceeded 
the Holstein in making progress in 
production as is shown by the record 
of the breed. 

By keeping yearly records and tak- 
ing into account the feed cost in- 
volved in the making of records, the 
practical dairyman gains a_ better 
understanding of economical milk and 


butterfat production. Continuous rec- 
ord keeping over a long period of 
years benefits such dairymen by es- 


tablishing the best feed and manage- 
ment practices and giving him the 
cue regarding sire selection and cow 
selection for future herd building. 

Michigan dairymen have for many 
vears been firm believers and leaders 
in the matter of testing through 
county dairy herd improvement or- 
ganizations. Michigan dairymen have 
also given whole-hearted support to 
the Holstein herd test. This year 
nearly seventy dairy herd improve- 
ment associations have been active in 
the state and over 1,200 herds have 
been tested by cow testers. Out of 
this number of herds, 658 have aver- 
aged over 300 pounds butterfat or 55 
per cent. Included in this total are 
seven herds which averaged over 500 
pounds butterfat and 121 herds which 
averaged between 400 and 500 pounds 
butterfat. 

Doan Straub of Berrien county, 
high herd owner for the past two 
years in Michigan, repeats this past 
performance by again gaining high 


cession. This 


year the 13.75 pure 
bred and grade Holsteins owned by 
the Straub family averaged 14,822 


pounds milk and 550.1 pounds butter- 
fat. 

For the past six years that this 
splendid herd has been under test in 
herd improvement associations in 
Berrien county it has achieved an 
average of 14,195 pounds milk and 
532.9 pounds butterfat testing 3.7 per 
cent with an average of 10.97 cows 
under test each year. This record is 
the best ever attained by any Michi- 
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liveweight rather than to feed tha 
normal amount recommended fo; 


many years of only one pound per 
hundred pounds of liveweight. 
Supplementing high quality alfalfa 
hay with succulent roughage such as 
corn silage and feeding this in rather; 
limited amounts has merit in that the 
cow gains a greater amount of nutri. 
tious elements from the alfalfa to be 
utilized for cheaper milk production. 
Also home grown grains such as corn, 
barley and oats supplemented with 
small amounts of right kinds of pro. 
tein concentrates according to quality 
of roughage fed has been practiced by 
these leading dairymen. The fact is, 
these dairymen have found that cows 
have not changed their habits due to 
low milk prices. Cows still demand 
an abundance of feed made up of the 
right kind of food material. Cows also 


want these food materials in the 
proper amounts regularly each day 
of the year. 

Dairymen have considered that 


since feed and labor costs represent 
from 70 to as much as 85 per cent 
of the total cost of keeping a cow for 
a year, that the expense for testing 
and record keeping is only a very 
small per cent of the total cow ex: 
pense incurred during the year. For 
this reason these thoughtful dairy- 
men are continuing to invest a small 
sum of money in keeping records 
through county dairy herd improve. 
ment associations and cow testers are

are Holsteins. In the list of five lead- 
ing butterfat producing cows under 
three years of age, a clean sweep is 
made by the Holsteins and two of ‘the 
high animals are owned by the high 
herd owner, namely, Doan Straub.

Second high cow is 
owned by the Michigan Reformatory 
and third by the Ionia State Hospital 
herd with a Straub entry coming in 
fourth high and fifth place goes to the 
Kalamazoo State Hospital.

Fourth Official Inspection and Classi- 
fication September 23, 1932. 

The fourth annual Official Inspec- 
tion and Classification the Holstein 
herd at Fabius Farms, Three Rivers, 
Michigan, conducted by Inspector 
Clair I. Miller of Medina, Ohio, and 
assisted by Secretary Jim Hays of 
the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation revealed an EXCELLENT 
sire—Pabst Prilly Creator Louise H.

find his picture in The Calf Club 
Manual of The Holstein-Friesian Ag. 
sociation of America in 1924 Hig 
heifer, Candarogo Ormsby Burke, pro. 
duced 12,359 pounds of milk and 384 
pounds of fat in the Cow Testing As. 
sociation in 1927. 

Harold has developed a wide ac. 
quaintance with people, has served as 
a delegate to our National Holstein 
Conventions for the past two years, 
and as Secretary of the Connecticut 
State Association for five years, suc- 
ceeding Angus P. Thorne in the latter 
capacity. He served as Head of the 
Dairy Department of the Connecticut 
State Fair two years and has assisted 
in various positions at the Eastern 
States Exposition. Evidence of the 
esteem in which he is held by his 
local people is seen in his election as 
Master of his Grange for two years 
and his present position as Deputy 
over nineteen Granges in that juris- 
diction. The Kelsey Spring Water 
business in Middletown started 
twenty years ago by the father, is 
also managed by Harold. And girls, 
he’s good-looking and single. 

While Harold is perhaps the better 
known outside of his community, the 
other boys are leaders locally. Erwin, 
who manages the farm and breeding 
operations, also won a trip to the Na- 
tional Dairy Show on the Connecti- 
cut team as did a still younger broth- 
er, Raymond.

Bridgeport Piersma Korndyke, own- 
ed by Raymond who is now in college 
in Ohio, produced over 10,000 pounds 
in the calf herd under average condi- 
tions. The three above-mentioned 
club animals produced an average of 
16,111 pounds of milk in the C. T. A. 
in one year. 


The outstanding show animal at the 
farm, however, was developed by Win- 
field, the fourth and youngest of the 
four boys. The animal’s name _ is 
Pietje Sadie Segis Shepard and as 
her name indicates came from Maine 
bred stock. She was First Prize and 
Junior Champion Female at Connecti- 
cut State Fair.

It was a great pleasure to me to 
visit Starkdale Farm again, about 
three years after my former visit, and 
to see the changes that have taken 
place in the herd in that time. We 
found the owner, James Stark, busy 
giving the stables their semi-annual 
coat of whitewash while Mrs. Stark 
was back in the woods gathering wal- 
nuts; but all work ceases when com- 
pany comes and soon Jim was show- 
ing me over the place, while Mrs. Jim 
was entertaining my better half with 
sandwiches and cold drinks in the 
house. 

Scattered over the hillside back ot 
the barns—which barns by the way 
have been considerably improved and 
enlarged since my last visit—was the 
main milking herd, including the 
many times champion, Dytsia Waldorf 
Jewel. When I was here before in 
1929, ‘‘Dyts’” had recently become 
New York State Champion junior two- 
year-old for milk and for fat for Doth 
305 and 365 days in Class B, and was 
then taking things easy in the Herd 
Test as a four-year-old. Since then 
she has made two more Class B rec- 
ords of 937 and 1,014 lbs. fat, respec- 
tively, the two milk records averag- 
ing over 30,000 lbs. She is due again 
in January and a little later Jim plans 
to sit down and have his annual talk 
with her to find out her plans for the 
coming lactation. While he did not ex- 
actly say so, I gathered he was hop- 
ing she would promise to give her New 
Jersey ftriend, Rosamond Korndyke 
Pet a run for that 1,100-lb. (fat, of 
course) Class B record. 


“Dyts” is bred to the present senior 
sire, King Kerk Colanthus, who is an- 
other addition to the establishment 
since I was here before. This bull at 
ten years old is almost an ideal dairy 
bull and as we approached his pad- 
dock he gave evidence that in spite 
of his advanced age he still has young 
ideas. His oldest daughters in the 
herd are just coming of breeding age 
and are as fine a lot of yearlings as 
anyone could wish to see. Four of 
them were shown this fall at Dutchess 
County Fair to make up the first prize 
Young Herd and a son of the same 
bull was first prize junior yearling. 
The “Kerk” Get, yearlings and calves, 
stood fourth in competition with some 
fine mature Gets at this show. They 
are big rugged, square heifers, espe- 
cially strong in the loin, and about as 
uniform as the proverbial peas in a 
pod. They have about twenty of them 
and a good proportion of the herd bred 
to him, including “Dyts” herself. Jim 
has made over an old poultry house 
into one of those open heifer shelters 
such as may be seen at Baker Farm, 
Elmwood and elsewhere, with outside 
feeding racks, and the heifers will be 
allowed to rough it this winter ac- 
cording to the most approved modern 
methods. 

As I looked these heifers over I 
could not help feeling what a tragedy 
it is that the early years of such a sire 
should have been practically wasted 
as far as making him a proven sire. 
There must be a lot of his daughters 
scattered around the barnyards of 
Prince Edward Island and Ontario, but 
only five of them have been tested. 
These five, all two and three-year-olds 
and all but one on two-time milking, 
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Minnesota bred both grand champions Hol- 


steins at Waterloo and Eastern States and either 
one or both at Brockton and five of the leading 
state fair shows of the country in 1932. For years 
Minnesota has been producing the leading show 
ring winners of the breed.

OAT FEED FOR BULLS AND 
HORSES 


Writing in a_ recent’ issue of 
Hoard’s Dairyman, Prof. G. Bohstedt, 
of the Animal Husbandry Department 
at Wisconsin College of Agriculture, 
discussed the value of economy of 
oat feed for bulls and horses at this 
time. This product is a mill run by- 
product of oatmeal manufacturers and 
has not had the floury material sepa- 
rated trom the _ hull before being 
ground up, and as a by-product sells at 
a very low price. Prof. Bohstedt’s 
conclusion with reference to feeding 
bulls is that where legume hay is 
short or high priced, oat feed may un- 
doubtedly replace hay for long periods 
of time without detrimental effect on 
the animal. His recommendation for 
mature bulls in service where a ration 
made up of 10 to 15 lbs. a day of corn 
silage and one to 1% lbs. a day of a 
high protein concentrate is available, 
oat feed may replace hay and most all 
of the grain at least from the end of 
one pasture season to the beginning of 
the next, without harm to the animal. 
In the case of young bulls still grow- 
ing and possibly a heavy breeding 
schedule for a_ particular’ bull, he 
would recommend feeding at least a 
few pounds of good alfalfa or clover 
hay a day so that calcium and pos- 
sibly some mineral deficiencies might 
not show up in the development of 
half and half linseed meal and _ soy 
bean meal or linseed meal and cot- 
tonseed meal rather than a high pro- 
tein concentrate like cottonseed meal 
alone, which might not be so safe in 
his opinion with the cheaper sorts of 
roughage. 

For work horses, Prof. Bohstedt re- 
fers to a long continued feeding test 


for work horses at Monona Farm, 
Madison, Wisconsin, which _ since 


March 4, 1930 have been on a continu- 
ous oat feed diet, with simply salt 
and water in addition, no pasture at 
any time and where they have even 
been muzzled when working in the 
cornfield so that they would have no 
chance at eating leaves of corn. Two 
rations have been fed in this experi- 
ment, Lot 1 having a mixture of 90 
Ibs. oat feed, 10 pounds alfalfa meal, 
and Lot 2, team-mates of Lot 1, fed 
cat feed alone. Both lots received salt 
and had access to individual drink- 
in cups. The opportunity of drinking 
water at will is considered an impor- 
tant item. These horses weigh around 
1700 lbs. each and receive from 42 to 
47 lbs. per head of oat feed, or the 
mixture of oat feed and alfalfa meal, 
daily, thus getting from 25 to 28 Ibs. 
of oat feed per 1,000 lbs. live weight. 
These horses have not done extreme- 
ly heavy work, as plowing or harrow- 
ing on the farm is done by tractor, but 
starting the test in good condition they 
have continued to be in good condition 
throughout, and the conclusion after 
two and a half years of this system 
of feeding is that this low priced 
ration carries enough nutritional fac- 
tors to satisfy a mature work horse 
indefinitely. 

This information may be of interest 
to some of our readers as an eco- 
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nomical method of cutting feed costs 
where this oat feed by-product can be 
conveniently and cheaply secured. 





NATIONAL DAIRY COUNCIL TO 
MEET 

Dr. E. V. McCollum of Johns Hop- 

kins University, whose original re- 

search and discoveries were the foun- 


dation on which the Dairy Council 
movement was’ organized 15 years 
ago, will address the 1932 annual 


meeting of the National Dairy Coun- 
cil in Chicago on Wednesday, Nov. 
30. In his discussion at the _ four- 
teenth annual meeting of the National 
Dairy Council this year, Dr. McCollum 
will outline the ssential part the 
dairy industry should take in the pre- 
sent economic condition and the great 
importance of milk and its products 
in the human diet during a_ period 
when there must be a curtailment of 
the use of food money. This is a topic 
especially timely for the dairy indus- 
try during the coming winter. 

In the spring of 1918 Dr. McCollum 
prefaced his message to dairy leaders 
with the following announcement: “I 
have formed certain conclusions as 
the result of ten years of experimen- 
tal study of nutrition, which it will be 
to your profit to hear, and I want your 
support and assistance in my attempt 
to spread information concerning the 
paramount importance of dairy prod- 
ucts in the nutrition of man.” From 
this significant address grew the 
educational organization of the dairy 
industry to promote the increased use 
of milk and its products. 

A second speaker of national promi- 
nence secured for this meeting is Dr. 
Henry F. Vaughan, health commis- 
sioner of Detroit. Dr. Vaughan will 
present suggestions for closer co- 
operation between the dairy industry 
and health officials, based on the pro- 
gram of cooperation between himself 
and the Detroit Dairy and Food Coun- 
cil during the past to years. This ad- 
dress and that of Dr. McCollum 
will comprise the afternoon session. 
During the morning program mem- 
bers of the Council staff will report 
the projects being promoted at the 
present time and plans for the fu- 
ture. 

The meeting will be held at the 
Palmer House beginning at 10:00 a. 
m. It is scheduled as usual for the 
week of the International Live Stock 
Exposition, to enable  ovtt-of-town 
dairymen to take advantage of reduc- 
tions in railroad fares.
